What will May wheat do today? 

This was the question asked last night by 
Many grain men on the eve of what prom- 
iges to be the most exciting day in the wheat 
Pit on the board of trade in recent years. 
Not since the last Patten ‘corner’ has such 
interest and anxiety prevailed. 
red wheat reached $1 yesterday shortly 
oe closing. Hundreds of thousands of 
\ s have been sold short of the market 
by Sitlite who believed on account of the 
record crop of last year they would have 
little difficulty in filling their contracts. 
‘Then came a report that J. Ogden Armour 
had purchased a large part of the visible 
supply—most of it, some say. Within the 
last two months the visible supply has 
shrunk from 55,000,000 to 82,000,000 bushels. 


Many Believed Caught in “Squeeze.” 

Those who have contracted for future deliv- 

éties of May wheat have until 1:15 o'clock 
this afternoon to fulfill their contracts. When 
the gong rings then it is believed many will 
have been caught in the rumored Armour 
“ squeeze.’’’ 
“So alarming is the situation, it is said, that 
federal investigation of conditions which 
have forced prices seemingly artificial in the 
face of such favorable government crop re- 
ports may be started. District Attorney 
Wilkerson and special agents are keeping in 
touch with the situation. 

It was said wheat might reach $1.15, or 
even higher today, unless a large quantity 
of the grain is let loose on the market when 
the shorts start buying. Large export ship- 
Mcnts of the commodity recently by the Ar- 
Mour concern and other large buyers may 
have reduced the supply to such an extent 
that orders cannot be filled. 


Wheat Rushed to Chicago. 

Long lines of freight cars laden with wheat 
arrived last night and lake boats breasted 
the harbor, also wheat laden. More than 
2,000,000 bushels have arrived recently. 
More will come today if there is any possi- 
bie way to get it here. 

The flurry that sent the grain to $1 ended 
& month of steady advances aggregating in 
ail an increase of approximately 10 cents a 

bushel. Last year at the same time, with not 
nearly so promising an outlook for a record 
ing crop, May wheat sold for less than

SCATTERING ABOUT CITY SEEN 


Representatives of Commission, 
However, Deny Spread Since 
Levee Closed. 


LITTLE CHANGE, FUNKHOUSER SAYS 


Representatives of the Chicago vice com- 
mission yesterday denied that the closing 
of the red light district merely drove the 
women into the residence neighborhoods. 
They contended the home regions are as 
free from vice today as when the segregated 
levee flourished. 

That was in the afternoon. At night a 
new local council attached to the Commit- 
tee of Fifteen declared war on vice in the 
Wilson avenue district, asserting at least 
one outlying community has become overrun 
with immoral women since the south side 
lid was applied. 

Complaints led to a meeting at the North 
Shore Congregational church. In secret ses- 
sion the directors of the council! laid plans 
for gathering evidence and routing alleged 
flat resorts on Wilson avenue. 


Plan to Rout Resorts. 

Douglas C. Gregg, president of the council, 
outlined the campaign. 

“Much of the work is yet in such shape 
we cannot make it public,”’ he said. ‘‘ We 
must be sure of our ground. 

“It is true that recently there has been a 
great deal of vice in the district. In fact, as 
one: leaves the Wilson ‘L’ station and 
walks up the avenue he passes a whole col- 
ony of resorts. 

“We intend to clean out these places,”’ 

A public session followed the business 
meeting. The Rev. Elmer. L. Williams of 
Grace Methodist church spoke, advising if 4 
licity. 

“Give your Wilson avenue vice the ‘ day- 
light cure,’”’ he said. “The press and the 
camera are among the most effective weap- 
ons with which to confBat the vice interests. 
They don’t like the light of day.” 


Denials Are Entered. 

The vice commission's denial of the inva- 
sion of residence districts by former denizens 
of the red light regions came at a session of 

the council committee on health. 

Dr. W. A. Evans and Prof. Graham Taylor, 
members of the investigating body appointed 
by former Mayor Busse, with Dean Sumner 
at its head, said the charges are not sub- 
stantiated by the facts. In addition, Maj. 
M. L. C. Funkhouscr, head of the morals 
division of the police department, said no 
“‘appreciable increase’ in the number of 
questionable fiats in residence sections had 
followed the dimming of the red light. 

The statements were .made at the first 
meeting of the committee in which the 
representatives of the Sumner commission 
took a formal part, The official delegation 
named to coéperate in the present inquiry 
included, in addition to Dr. Evans and Prof. 
Taylor, Mrs. Elleu M. Henrotin, Julius 
Rosenwald, Dr. Atoca Dwyer, Bishop Cor- 
nelius T. Shaffer, and Wirt W. Hallam, who 
were present. 


Taylor Sees Conditions Better. 

‘The results of wiping out the district,” 
Prof. Taylor said, ‘‘ were unqualifiedly 
good, and Chicago may well be proud that 
it was the first great city to take the step. 
While I know It was only partly effective so 
far as eliminating the social evil is con- 
cerned, it was more effective than most peo- 
ple believe. It is nonsense to say that, with 
an honest police force and a vigilant citi- 
zenship, these places can't be kept out of 
the residence sections. It can be done and 
is done.” 

* Will you tell us,’’ Chairman Nance asked, 


| “if it is true the women of the district were 


sent all over the city?’’ 

“They have gone elsewhere,” was the an- 
swer, *’ but, wherever they are, they are not 
in evidence. You have to hunt them. In 
the old days they used to hunt you. There 
is no more street soliciting than there was. 
There is not so much. In that respect Cnhi- 
cago is much better than other large cities. 
It is heaven high above New York. 

“There are some clandestine forms of the 
evil that are hard to eradicate—such as the 
call houses; but we had them before outside 
the district, for segregation didn’t segre- 
gate, just as regulation didn’t regulate and 
sanitation didn’t sanitate. 

“We have thousands of citizens now on 
guard against the opening of such places, 
and I fail to see anything like the spread 
that is complained of.” 


Dr. Evans Cites Facts. 

Dr. Evans said the Sumner report showed 
more immoral women in the section immedi- 
ately south of the old levee than were in the 
district itself, and that numbers of others 
were found in other sections. 

** Don’t get the idea,”’ he said, ‘‘ because we 
are now discovering houses in the residence 
districts that it is something new. That 
condition has existed for years, and the fig- 
ures of the commission prove it.” 

“Have you any statistics," Dr. Anna 
Dwyer asked of Chairman Nance, “ that 
show an increase in the number of such 
places in residence neighborhoods?” 


‘Deputy Funkhouser. 

“There has been no appreciable increase 
in the number,’ the major said. 

Dr. Evans urged that the committee give 
special attention to three phases of the Sum- 
ner commission's recommendations—the cre- 
ation of a morals commission, the care of 
contagious diseases in public and private 
hospitals, and the creation of a farm or in- 
dustrial colony and hospital where women 


can be sent on inceteyminate sentenoes. 


Dr. Nance referred the question to Second.

LAW PAPERS; JOY 


Reconciliation in Judiciary 
Committee of Presbyte- 
rian Assembly. 


OLD SLANDER CASE ENDS. 


The burning of a satchel full of legal pa- 


‘pers, which marked the reconciliation of two 


ministers after a separation of ten years be- 
cause of litigation, was the thrilling climax 
yesterday to the meeting of the judiciary 
committee of the Presbyterian general as- 
sembly. 

The judicial committee, which has been in 
continuous session since the beginning of 
the assembly on May 21, will make its re- 
port today, and among its findings will be 
the statement of dismissal of this particular 
case. 


Will Tell of Paper Burning. 

The report will be made by the Rev. 
Thomas McMurdy of Mandan, N. D. The 
story of the paper burning and of the recon- 
ciliation was told to several commissioners 
outside of the judiciary committee. It was 
said by them that the action was so charac- 
teristic of the present general assembly as 
a whole as to be taken as typical of its spirit 
of harmony, reconciliation, and prayer. 

The parties to the litigation amd the recon- 
ciliation were the Rev. Adolph Haberly and 
the Rev. N. D. Shields, both of the South Ore- 
gon presbytery. The Rev. Mr. Haberly isa 
graduate, it was said, of Lake Forest univer- 
sity. 

Ten years ago when Dr. Shields was a mis- 
sionary in Laos, Siam, charges were pre- 
ferred against him by Dr. Haberly for con- 
duct unbecoming a minister. The charges 
were tried by the presbytery but were not 
sustained. 

Following this trial Dr. Shields instituted a 
suit against his former accuser for slander 
and won his case. On appeal the entire mat- 
ter was brought before tHe judiciary commit- 


,tee of the general assembly. 


Represented by Lawyers. 

Each of the ministers had a lawyer to 
represent him. They were W.S8. Bennett of 
New York and J. G. Reading of Pennsyl- 
vania. Both are commissioners of the as- 
sembly, and they sought a reconciliation in- 
stead of continuation of the troubles. 

First of all the judiciary committee had a 
session of prayer. Then the lawyers took 
their clients out, asking the committee to 
pray for them in the meantime. 

After a while lawyers and clients returned 
to the committee and said all of the trou- 
bles had been adjusted. The two ministers 
shook hands. The lawyers agreed to burn 
all of the papers. The committee decided to 
recommend to the assembly that all the 
records should be expunged from the official 
accounts. 


Another Case on Hand, 

Another case on which the judiciary com- 
mittee will report favorably is the case of 
the Rev. Percival H. Barker, former pastor 
of the Maywood Congregational church. 

The Barker case was one that came up 
to the assembly on an appeal, and the judi- 
ciliary committee will report that he be rein- 
stated in the ministry and given back his 
credentials. The judiciary committee found 
that he had been condemned on insufficient 
evidence. 

After leaving Maywood Mr. Barker be- 
came pastor in the presbytery of Neosha. 
He was first tried on forgery, but was ac- 
quitted on the testimony of two ministers, 
who said they had given him express author- 
ity to use their names in writing forty letters. 
He was then accused of lying, but the com- 
mittee found that every charge when ex- 
plained was without foundation. 

‘Dr. Barker also was charged with preach- 
ing within a year after haying been sus- 
pended, but the finding was that he nad not 
violated the law because he had not preached 
in a Presbyterian church, but in a Reformed 
church. 

An important action of the assembly was 
the appointment of a committee to raise 
$430,000 to meet the combined deficits of the 
boards of home ar foreign missions. The

The assembly went on record in favor of a 
federal uniform divorce law. 

A large majority refused to accept a refer- 
ence of the topic to a committee. This was 
proposed by Dr. John Timothy Stone, last 
year’s moderator. 

The Rev. Alfred M. Eells of Cairo, Ill., was 
the author of the resolution calling for the 
federal law. It was introduced several days 
ago, but the time for debate expired without 
action. It was called up yesterday near the 
close of the afternoon session. 

The assembly will adjourn today. 


FLAMES PASS BY FLAT ROOM 
HOLDING RELIGIOUS EMBLEMS. 


Firemen Tearing Down Wrecked 
Building Find Unharmed Chamber 
with Crucifix on Wall. 


Firemen pulled down part of a fire wrecked 
apartment house at 434-458 West Seventy- 
ninth street yesterday. They came to a 
closed room in the apartment of John J. 
Farrell. The fire which had destroyed the 
flat had burned the door to a film of charcoal. 

A fireman pushed his ax through the door. 
Then awe stricken he stepped back and made 
the sign of the cross 

The firemen under Joseph Kenyon, chief 
of the Twelfth battalion, many of them de- 
vout Catholics, filed into the room and stood 
with bared heads bowed. 

A figure of the Virgin Mary was the center 
of the strange picture—this single room 
spared by the fire which wiped out the rest 
of the building.

Two Suffragists Get By Sentries and 
Throw Stones—Master of yal 
Household Refuses to Prosecute. 


LONDON, May 28.—Buckingham palace is 
to be no longer exempt from the window 
smashing raids of the suffragists. 

It became known tonight that between 11 
and 12 o'clock last night two militants evaded 
the sentries outside the palace. Entering the 
quadrangle, they threw stones at the win- 
dows and had smashed two when the sen- 
tries seized them and took them tothe palace 
police station, where they gave their names. 
The master of the royal household refused 
to prosecute them, and they were released 
after a few hours. 

At a meeting of the Women’s Social and 
Political union tonight, when Mrs. Mansell 
told of what the two women had succeeded 
in doing, the audience burst into cheers 
which lasted several minutes. 

The suggestion that the queen must be 
horrified at the treatment meted out to im- 
prisoned suffragists was received with loud 
cries of dissent.

CURTISS FLIES IN 
‘LANGLEY’S FOLLY’ 


Navigates Airship, Failure of 
Which Broke Inventor’s 
Heart. 


“JUNK” COMES INTO OWN. 


Elmira, N. ¥., May 28.—The theory of Dr. 
Samuel Pierrepont Langley, who proclaimed 
to the world that he had solved the problem 
of the air several years before the upper 
elements had been successfully navigated 
by a heavier-than-air machine, was vindi- 
cated at Hammondsport today when Glenn 
Curtiss, the aviator, went aloft in “‘ Lang- 
ley’s Folly.” 

The crude fiying machine, which fell into 
the Potomac river when Dr. Langley, ite 
inventor, attempted to fly in it, and which 
later was consigned to the Smithsonian in- 
stitution at Washington, had every requi- 
site for flight, and remained in the air long 
enough to demonstrate the practical mind 
of its maker, who had been ridiculed by his 
incredulous contemporaries. 

The old relic was wheeled from its hangar 
early this morning, the pilot immediately 
climbed into the seat and was away under 
much the same conditions as would prevail 
in a flight of the latest model aeroplane. The 
flight was a short one, but successful! in 
every respect. 


Principle Was Right. 

The Langley machine but little resembles 
the trim and powerful flyers of today, but in 
its crude state it combines the basic prin- 
ciples of aviation, and after many years of 
neglect the “old junk” came into its own, 
giving its aged inventor his deserved place 
among the recognized pioneers of aviation. 

But for an untimely accdnt, and what was 
termed the “‘ miserliness of the government,”’ 
Langley undoubtedly would have won fame 
during his lifetime. Instead, he died a bro- 
ken hearted man, after devoting twenty 
years of his life to the study of aviation, and 
years later others recefved the fame and 
credit of which he should have had a share. 

Langley made the one fatal error of trying 
to catapult the flyer into the air with the 
aid of ponderous springs, but he succeeded 
only in wrecking the machine. 


Relic Little Changed. 

Had he tried the method pursued today of 
running the machine along the ground and 
allowing it to rise gradually in the air, there 
is little doubt he would have made the first 
Aight in a heavier-than-air machine. 

The antiquated machine was sent to Ham- 
mondsport about two months ago. Scarcely 
a change was made in its parts. The surface 
of the wings, which had suffered from long 
storage, were replaced. Other minor parts 
repaired were duplicates of the originals. 
The machine was driven today by the old 
motor built by Charles Manly. 

Dr. Langley was the secretary of the 
Smithsonian institution. He was convinced 
of the possibility of flight in heavier-than- 
air machines and spent years in working on 
the problem.

Washington Surprised at Ger-

ARMISTICE ‘IN THE WAY. 


Secretary Daniels Says Navy De- 
partment Is Unable to Con- 
firm Report. 


Washington, D. C., May 28.—The reported 
landing of ammunition for Huerta from the 
German. steamers Ypiranga and Bavaria at 
Puerto Mexico was the uppermost subject 
of discussion in official quarters today. ve 

Cabinet officials generally expressed eur- 
prise that arms had been landed, but it was | 
generally conceded that nothing could be 
done by this government in the matter now 
and that nothing could have been done to 
stop delivery of the shipment without a vio- 
lation of the armistice. 


Can’t Confirm Report. 

An official statement issued at the navy 
department late tonight said: : 

“After making e¢very effort to. verify, 
positively the reported. landing of arms by 
the steamers - Bavaria. .and Ypiranga. at 
Puerto Mexico, . the department has been 
unable. to confirm the rumor, and in view 
of all the circumstances is disposed to await 
a confirmation that the landing of the arms 
actually took place.”’ 

Secretary Bryan said he was making no 
further effort to verify the information re- 
lating to the landing of the ammunition. 

** We did not expect the arms to be landed,” 
said Mr. Bryan. He referred to an under- 
standing said to have been had with the 
officials of the Hamburg-American line that 
the arms on the Bavaria and Ypiranga would 
be returned to the consignors on foreign 
shores.

Arms Made in America? 

From German sources comes the informa- 
tion that all of these arms and the ammuni- 
tion, supposed to be supplied by German fac- 
tories, actually were made in the United 
States, shipped out of New York and Boston | 
to Hamburg, and reshipped from there to 
Mexico. 

In the senate the landing of German imple- 
ments of war at Puerto Mexico was the sub- 
ject of short debate, started by Senator Reed 
during debate on the naval appropriation 
bill. 

“IT do not mean to criticise the administra- 
tion, but I cannot see why we could stop the 
landing of arms at Vera Cruz and not stop 
the landing at Puerto Mexico,” declared 
Senator Poindexter. 

Senator Lodge replied that the administra- 
tion had officially announced this country 
was not at war with Mexico. and hence so 
long as the United States was not actually in 
possession of a port it could not object to 
the landing of imports there. 

“There was no need for a German cruiser 
to convoy the German ship.” added Senator 
Lodge. ‘The Germans had a right to land ! 
arms at Puerto Mexico. under our present | 
status, just as the Japanese had to land 
arms the other day at Salina Cruz. It is to 
be regretted the arms were landed.”’

VILLA MAY EXPEL GERMANS. 

Torreon, Mexico, May 28.—{ Special. }—Con- 
stitutionalist resentment was stirred today 
by news that German steamers had finally 
landed heavy stores of war munitions for 
the Huerta government at Puerto Mexico.

“IT am happy to say that since then a slow, 
steady spiritual current has been drawing the 
two countries closer together, so that today 
that feeling of irritation and suspicion has 
vanished.”’

Sir Arthur vigorously denied the statement 
credited to him that he advocated lynch law 
being applied to the militant suffragists.

IN A CEMETERY 


Fatomologist Sent by Uncle 
‘- Sam as Staff Correspond- 
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FORTUNES ARE AT STAKE. 


Yount Greenwood, Beset by 
_ Pests, Becomes Science’s 
Battleground. 


HE Battle of the 
Bugs ragesat Mount 
Greenwood. A sayv-~ 
ing of unmeasured 
fortunes to the 
farms of the United 
States depends on 
the outcome. The 
attacking army of 
bug slayers mov- 
ed across the grave- 
yard last night with 
a batttery of lan- 
terns. The flaring 
lights cast & moving fretwork of shadows 
among th egraves. | 

A column of flankers and snipers clam-~- 
gered through the tree tops shaking the foe— 
the “three year June bug’’—into the waiting 
nets below. 
Here and there about the cemetery lights 
gprang up marking the death traps waiting 
to lure the blundering bugs into the tubs 
filed with water and kerosene. 


General and Army of Ten. 

Thus moves the fight directed by Willis N. 
Rudd, head of the cemetery association and 
president of the Horticultural society of 
Chicago, He is commander of a little army of 
ten—ali the men from the adjacent town of 
Morgan Park who will dare the “haunts” for 
the cause of science and a daily wage. 

John R. Davis of Lafayette, Ind., is the 
government's observer in this bug war. Mr. 
Davis works under the direction of Dr. L. O. 
Howard, of fame in the service of the denart- 
ment of agriculture for his war on the mos- 
quito. Each day the night’s kill, usually 
about eight quarts of June bugs, with about 
50 to the quart, is forwarded to Mr. Davis’ 
offices for post-mortems. 


June Bug a Curious Pest. 

The June bug is a curious pest. He got in 
bad by attracting attention to himself in the 
preserves watched over by the scientific Mr. 
Rudd. This is the typical lineage of the bug: 
In the spring his 
mother deposits the 
egg along with some 
80 to 135 others in the 
soil, the following 
springtime he comes 
into being as a hun- 
gry anc ardent grub- 
worm, living on plant 
roots for the ensuing 
threé summer sea- 
sons, and emerging 
at last a fullfiedged 
armored beetle, a de- 
stroyer of flowers [ 
and foliage, the pro- 
genitor of more of his 
kind.

“Out of it all we hope to find a riddance of 

the June bug pest,” said Mr. Rudd at his 
home in Blue Island after a night’s cam- 
paign. 


Hot Spell Brings ‘Em Out. 

“Our fight began April 28, when the bugs 
first appeared. The ‘hot spell has brought 
them out in increasing numbers. Almost as 
accurately as clock time the bugs come up 
out of their burrows in the ground at 7:30 at 
bight and by 8:15 they are all up and at work 
in the foliage of the trees. 

“We are getting about 4,000 a night by 
beating the trees, and about 1,500 are taken 
in the tub traps. Dr. Stephen Forbes, state

caught by the lights over the tub traps will 
prove to be mostly males. We are preserv- 
ing the catches to’determine. The killing of 
the males is of relatively littl importance 
in gonquering the pest. 


Likes Snowball Flowers. 

“Our fight has developed a number of in- 
teresting facts about the bug. It seems par- 
ticularly addicted to the blossoms of the 
snowball bush, probably because of the ten- 
der petals. I have fourd that the fastidious 


bug wants young, tender leaves. He is sup- 
posed to like the leaves of the willows, pop- 
lars and elms best and to despise the oak. 
We have found him regaling himeelf on burr 
oak since the elm leaves got tough. He does 
not care at all

** We have tried all 
manner of means to 
catch the bugs and 
find the most effect- 
ive way is to shake 
them off into sheets, 
either by jarring the 
trees with a sledge 
hammer or by hav-: 
ing men climb up and 
thrash the branches. 

‘*‘ When we tried to 
shake them off with 
poles they got wise 
and held on for dear 
life, 

** They come by pe- 
riods. There were a 
great many in 1911, 
: three years ago, and 
We expect them again in 1917. There are 
@ne year and two year June bugs, too, but 
they do little damage. Also there is a crop 
of the three year bugs each year, but in 

r numbers. 

“We are only experimenting. We are 
trying other methods—the injection of carbon 
disulphide into the flower beds, sprinkling 
the sod with a German potash fertilizer, 
galt, and a mixture of common salt and 
dirt. The difficulty is in finding something 
Which will kill the bugs and not harm the 
Diant life. 

Fly Waylays Bug. 

“Mr. Davis, the government entomologist, 
has found a fiy which waylays the June 
bug. This fly waits at the burrow and springs 
On the back of the June bug to lay an egg 
Under its wings. The insect hatched from 
this egg kills the June bug. The trouble is 
that the waiting fly has so little time to 
@perate on the June bug—just one moment 
when he raises his wings.

Kansas City Physician on Trial for 
Murder of W. T. Cramer Paints

Kansas City, Mo., May 28.—Dr. Ww. TT. 
Elam, a St. Joseph physician, today told the 


| jury trying him on a charge of murdering 


W. Putnam Cramer, a Chicago advertising 
solicitor, the story of the events that wrecked 
two lives—his own and his wife’s—and caused 
the death of Cramer.

AT COMMON LAW 


W. R. Riddell of Ontario Su- 
preme Court Talks to Illi- 
nois Bar Association. 


PROPHESIES END TO JURY 


Says Littleton and Coke Might 
as Well Have Devoted Time 
to Heraldry. 


William Renwick Riddell, justice of the 
Appellate division of the Supreme court of 
Ontario, occupied the attention of the two 
final meetings of the Illinois Bar association 
convention at the Hotel La Salle yesterday. 
In the afternoon he punched holes through 
the common law, and in the evening he ex- 
plained the Canadian’s attitude toward the 
United States. He also fired a shot at the 
delay of law procedure in the United States 
and prophesied the decay of the jury system. 

‘It is the regular and conventional thing 
to speak of the great principles of the com- 
mon law as sacrosanct,”’ said Justice Riddell; 
“that the common law is the perfection of 
hufMiah’réason. So far asd these principles 


Little Saved of Common Law. 
“ AtboM—btchas been saved of the common 
Jaw.isclegel fiction, equity, and legislation; 


or adopt the common law of England, your 
fellow Americans in Louisiana, and my. fel- 
low Canadians in Quebec would laugh at. 
“*Most of our admiration for the sages 
of the law, Blackstone, Littleton, and Coke, 
is as well founded as admiration for the mid- 
dle age schoolmen, and nomore so. Extraor- 


dinary ability, profound learning, and 
consummate subtlety, characterize both 
classes. 


‘But no one would be the worse if they 
had devoted their attention to heraldry or 
the tracing of pedigrees, or if, in eight out 
of ten cases, they found the law diametrically 
opposite to what they did find.” 

Justice Riddell disagreed absolutely with 
an American judge who recently declared a 
certain amount of delay in cases is a good 
thing. 

“The ideal method of determining rights 
would be for the parties, when difficulties 
arise, to lay the facts before a judge and 
have an immediate decision,” he said. 


Litigant Entitled to Action. 

‘“‘ Speaking generally, if either litigant can- 
not complete the trial of his case in six 
months from the institution of proceedings, 
there is something wrong, and he hasa right 
to complain. No wantof sufficient number of 
judges, no intricacy of pracflIce, no skirmish- 
ing of lawyers should prevent the trial pf a 
case within that time. 

“‘In Ontaria there are few cases in which 
a jury is a matterof right. In most cases the 
presiding judge is master of the situation. 
He may try a case with or without a jury, as 
seems best. In more than thirty years’ expe- 
rience I have known of only two appeals 
against the action of a trial judge on striking 
out a jury notiee—both unsuccessful.” 

After describing the comparatively quick 
administration of criminal law in Canada 
the justice said: ‘‘ Solemnity and formality 
in a criminal trial have a great influence 
upon the criminal classes. Severe punish- 
ment has not at all the same deterrent effect 
as certain and speedy punishment. Many a 
degenerate and willfully wicked person would 
be willing to be made the central feature of 
an eight days’ or eight weeks’ show, with a 
good chance of evading punishment.” 


Pokes Fun at Wilson. 
The Canadian justice in the evening poked 
fun at the power assumed by President Wil- 
son.

Asks of Darling’s Record. 


But now comes James Bullock of Elgin, 


not in sympathy with his attitude toward 
the chief executive. Comrade Bullock— 
Ninety-seventh Illinois—yesterday sent the 
following letter to THE TRIBUNE: 

**T notice in this morning’s issue of THE 
TRIBUNE the declaration of Col. Jasper 
Darling that he represents 250,000 men who 
made it possible for Woodrow Wilson to be 
president. As Col. Darling is to speak at our 
town next Saturday we G. A. R. men would 
like to know of his war record and what 
regiment he was colonel of during the civil 
war and his authority to speak for us in this 
matter.”’ 


He Tells the: Secret. 

Col. Darling was asked how he got his title. 

‘I wear the silver eagle, sir,’’ he explained. 
**IT hold the honorary rank of colonel because 
I served as commander of a G. A. R. post. I 
was nothing more than a private in the war 
—indeed, I could not well have been an officer, 
for when the last gun was fired I was only 16 
years old. I make no secret of it.”

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SUMNER MAY ACCEPT CALL 
TO CLEVELAND CATHEDRAL. 


Vestryman of Trinity Admits Chica- 
goan Is Being Considered for the 
Deanship in Ohio City. 


Cleveland, Ohio, May 28.—[Special.]—The 
Very Rev. Walter T. Sumner, now dean of 
SS. Peter and Paul’s cathedral, Chicago, 
may be the new dean of Trinity cathedral to 
succeed Bishop Coadjutor Frank Moulin.

DIZZINESS SEIZES POPE 
AT RED HAT CONSISTORY. 


His Holiness Recovers, However, and 
State Ceremony Fails to Tire Him— 
Will Continue Audiences. 


[BY CABLE TO THD CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

ROME, May 28.—Pope Pius X. suffered a 
severe attack of dizziness this morning at 
the public consistory, where he conferred 
the red hat on the thirteen cardinals who 
were created last Monday. This dizziness 
occurred while he was being carried shoul- 
der high in the chair of state. After the 
consistory he used an ordinary low sedan 
chair and stood the fatigue of the ceremony 
well. 

The papal procession and the ceremony 
which followed were conducted with great 
pomp. The passage of the pontiff, surround- 
ed and followed. by many ecclesiastical, 
miflitary, and civil dignitaries, both going to 
and returning from the consistory, was most 
impressive. 

After the consistory, the cardinals, both 
old ‘and new, gathered in the Sistine chapel 
to return thanks and then met, presided 
over by the pope, in the consistorial hall, 
where Pius X. bestowed on the cardirals 
their rings, granted them the privileges of 
their position, and named their titular 
churches. 

His holiness was not tired and will continue 
his audiences tomorrow. CGardinal Gibbons 
of Baltimore will be received in special audi- 
ence when he calls to bid the pontiff farewell.

A TIRED NATION. 

We have mastered the art of work in 
the United States to perfection. Our mod- 
ern, up to date, giant factories are 1.000 
per cent efficient as compared with the 
more antiquated methods of inductry fol- 
lowed in many of the countries in the old 
world. The next thing we must master is 
the art of play. We must learn to relax 
from our stress and tension more frequent- 
ly than we do, for we are a tired nation, 
perhaps the most’ tired nation on earth. 
There is danger ahead if we ion’t. 

The evils of our intense life, of our rest- 
lessness and never ceasing activity are al- 
ready beginning to manifest themselves on 
a national scale, according to Prof. G. T. 
W. Patrick, who discusses ‘“‘ The Psychol- 
ogy of Recreation ” in the June issue of the 
Popular Science Monthly. We are becom- 
ing dancing crazy, the professor says, not 
from sheer frivolity but from overstrain. 
The tango has become an obsession with 
us because we have too long stifled the in- 
stinct Yor play, because we are the most 
weary nation on earth. Some of us man- 
age to escape neurasthenia, he says, but 
there are few men in the United States 
who are free from chronic or acute fatigue. 
But the dangers from this national neg- 
lect of play, according to Prof. Patrick, 
strike deeper even than the tango craze. 
We are breaking down mentally and mor- 
ally as well as physically, because we have 
no room for adequate relaxation in our 
scheme of living. The “ epidemics of im- 
morality ” which break out in many smal] 
towns that have always been considered 
models of propriety, he believes, are simply 
a reaction resulting from the “ moral fa- 
tigue which we have allowed to accumu- 
late in our social system without doing 
anything to relieve it. In the same man- 
ner the too great strenuosity of modern 
life is responsible for alcoholism and the 
increased .use of narcotics. 

The professor calls attention to the fact 
that in 842 cities in the United States 
there are today more than 2,400 regularly 
supervised playgrounds and recreation cen- 
ters in charge of 6,318 professional play 
leaders. Millions have been spent by our 
cities on playgrounds in the last half dozen 
years. But, says he, the relaxation which 
the playgrounds provide are of only one 
kind—physical—and for only a_ certain 
class of our population. Yet we need to 
relax the mind as well as the body. We 
need to listen to lectures. We need to 
read novels. We need more of a social life 
in this country for all the people. We 
need more frequent mingling with our fel- 
lows. We need more art in our daily life 
and more of culture. At present our life 
is bare of either. 

All of which can be summed up in one 
word— leisure. We need more leisure. 


A PORTENT. 

Doubtless the Carnegie Foundation for 
International Peace will set off against 
its painful discoveries in the Balkans the 
glorious fact, reported from London, 
that “the passing of the home rule bill 
has not resulted in the breaking of a 
single head in all Ireland.” There are 
those who may-take this as a mark of the 
degeneration of the Irish. Surely a few 
heads might have been cracked in all 
kindness on so great a day. But Mr. 
Carnegie will see in it a sign of the com- 
ing of the era of Universal Peace. He 
may be right, yet something racy and 
worth while will pass out of the world 
when the last shillalah sprouts and the Duve 
of Peace in the branches.

HE Supreme court of Illinois has re- 
cently rendered a decision of great 
interest to mothers.

“ There is.no article of food in more gen- 
eral use than milk; none whose impurity or 
unwholesomeness may more quickly, more 
widely, and more seriously affect the health 
of those who use it. The regulation of its 
sale is an imperative duty which has been 
universally recognized. ‘This regulation in 
minute detail is essential and extends from 
the health and kepping of the cows which 
produce the milk, ‘through all the processes 
of transportation, preservation, and deliv- 
ery to the consumer. 

“Not only may laws and ordinances re- 
quire that milk offered for sale shall be 
pure, wholesome, and free from the bacilli 
of any disease, but they may and do, in 
order to produce this result, prescribe the 
manner in which such purity, wholesome- 
ness, and freedom from disease shal] be 
secured and made to appear. 

“The cows may be required to be regis- 
tered with a designated public authority, 
the dairies to be conducted and managed 
according to prescribed regulations, and, to- 
gether with the dairy utensils, subjected to 
inspection; the receptacles in which milk is 
contained to be of prescribed character in 
capacity; the labels to be placed according to 
fixed regulations and to contain certain re- 
quired information; the milk to be pre- 
pared in the manner, at the times and by 
the means directed, and at all times be sub- 
ject to inspection.

“These may be drastic restrictions upon

| LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


F all the cardinals created this week 
by Pius X. the two richest are un- 
doubtedly Dominic Serafini and Jean 
Czernoch. , 

Cardinal Serafini, who belongs to 
one of the wealthiest families of the Roman 
bourgeoisie, is a Benedictine monk, of which 
order he has been general. 

Leo XIII. created him Archbishop of 
Spoleto fourteen years ago, and Pius X. sent 
him in 1905 as apostolic delegate to Mexico, 
where he remained for close upon seven 
years. 

He possesses a most remarkable knowledge 
of Mexican affairs, is a;prelate of exceeding 
tact, judgment and moderation, carefully. 
avoiding everything in the nature of ex- 
aggeration in politics, as well asin ecclesias- 
tical matters. 

His elevation to the senate of the church is 
a valuable addition to the sacred college. 

As for the new Cardinal Czernoch, he is 
Archbishop of Gran and primate of Hun- 
gary. 

As such ‘he ‘enjoys the control of immense 
revenues and of extensive landed property. 

He ranks as first citizen of the kingdom of 
Hungary, immediately following the arch- 
dukes and archduchesses of the reigning 
family, and has the right, in moments of 
great political emergency, to act as the chief 
intermediary between the sovereign and the 
Hungarian people. 

The state in whith he lives can only be 
described as imperial in its splendor, and 
his household includes an army o flords and 
gentlemen in waiting, of chamberlains, 
prelates of his household and armed body- 
guards.

Another cardinal of: whom much is likely 
to be heard in future is Mer. Della Chies, a 
scion of one of the old patrician houses of 
Genoa, Archbishop of Bologna, and the most 
trusted confidant, principal lieutenant and 
alter ego of the late Cardinal Rampolla, 
when the latter was nuncio at Madrid and 
afterward secretary of state at the Vatican. 

He was given the archbishopric of Bologna 
on the ground that he was too closely identi- 
fied with the politics of Leo XIII. and of 
Cardinal Rampolia to be able to give his 
sympathy to those of :.us X. and of Cardinal 
Merry del Val. 

Cardinal Michel Lega ts the greatest liv- 
ing authority on the subject cf ecclesiastical 
law, has for some time past been cean of 
the judges of the court of the rota, which 
determines the matrimonal cases as well as 
disputes between bishops and priests and 
between ecclesiastics and laymen. 

He was for some yeans professor of eccles- 
iastical law at the seminary of Rome.

Judge McKinley’s Statement.

The indict- 
ment is faulty, because the same evidence 
thould Have been given to the grand jurors 
and an indictment drawn accordingly, in- 
stead of giving only the names of three own- 
ers and stating the others are unknown.

BUSBY GIVES PROMISE. 


Auditors Say if Records Will 
Bear Light They Should 
Be Revealed.

Btate's Attorney Hoyne yesterday attended 
the inquiry of the board of supervising engi- 
neers.

“If the books of this company will bear 
the light, why not throw them open and 
leave them open?” said Mr. Borders. Al- 
though he denied any information regarding 


the contents of the private books, he re- | 


peated this statement two or three times. 
“I suggest you cut that out,”’ said Walter 
l.. Fisher, attorney for Bion J. Arnold. 
Mr. Borders said he was not thankful to 
Mr. Fisher for the suggestion and added that 
he was versed in the proprieties. 
President Busby of the railway company 
at first said he had nothing to add to his 
offer of Wednesday evening. 
“Will you permit the accountants to ex- 
amine your books?” asked Chairman Block. 
*“ Last night some one questioned whether 
the company had sold $1,750,000 in bonds 
last year,’’ replied Mr. Busby. “I said then 
and repeat that the accountants may look 
at our private books to check on these bond 
sales. They may examine the vouchers and 
bank statements to ascertain where the 
money went. 


Adds to Proposition. 

“Some question also was raised regarding 
the interest the company obtained on its 
funds. That also is open to the examination 
of the accountants. 1s that satisfactory?” 

“I think not,” replied E. E. Gore for the 
accountants. “I want to go to the bottom.” 

“Then you may examine every item in 
the private booxs beginning on the first day 
of the year and ending with the last,” Mr. 
Busby said. 

“I also shall want to see cancelled checks, 
‘mMatements of banks, and get similar in- 
formation,” Mr. Gore insisted. 

“Your hearing is defective or you would 
have heard that I offered all you are now 
asking,’’ was the response.

Attorney Fisher estimated it would not 
take the accountants more than thirty 
minutes to obtain the information they de- 
sired from the private books.

North Carolina Fugitive Is Oap- 
tared in Victoria Hotel. 


FOUNDER OF INSTITUTION. 


Says He Took Money Because Trustees 
Did Not Pay Him. ‘ 


H. A. Hayes of Winston Salem, N. C., 

founded an orphan asylum and then robbed 
it, according to his own story told to the 
police yesterday. | 
Detectives found Hayes at the Victoria 
hotel under the alias of “ A. H. Hamilton” 
and arrested him on charges of embezzle- 
ment of $8,000 from the Methodist Orphan 
asylum in his home city. 
The embezzlement, according to the au- 
thorities in North Carolina, was committed 
eight months ago and the books were s0 
manipulated that it was not discovered until 
long after Hayes fied. 

The police all over the country were put 
on Hayes’ trail. He was traced to Chicago 
by private detectives and arrested on descrip- 
tion by Detectives Egan and O’Connor of 
the Chicago bureau.

MAY EQUAL 3 PER CENT. 


Carriers Regarded as Entitled to 
More Revenue, but Not a 
Horizontal Boost. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .} 
Washington, D. C., May 28.—[Special.J— 
The interstate commerce commission, it is 
predicted, will grant the eastern railroads in- 
@feases in freight rates which will aggre- 
gate a large part of the 5 per cent horizontal 
e@dvance sought by the carriers. The indica- 
tions are that the decision will be rendered 
by the commission about the middle of June. 
One report here today was that the ad- 
Vance allowed would be equivalent to a 3 
per cent horizontal increase. A blanket hor- 
fzontal advance, however, probably will be 
 @evied. The commodities on the transporta- 
tion of which the carriers are entitled to an 
increase will be indicated, and the increase 
in each case specified. 

The question now is being considered by 
the members of the commission individually. 
Beginning June 1 the commigsioners will 
meet in daily conference, discuss the issue 

 @nd decide the questions involved by a ma- 
jority vote. If he is one of the majority 
‘Chairman Harlan will write the decision. 


Two Decisions May Be Given. 

It is probable that there will be two de- 
cisions, inasmuch as the commission divided 
the question raised by the railroads. The 
commisison ruled that it would be neces- 
gary to decide first whether the carriers have 
demonstrated a need of more revenue. If it 
should be determined that the roads have 
gmade a case on this point the commission 
then will proceed to decide how the carriers 
should be allowed to increase their profits; 
otherwise the proceeding would be termi- 
nated with this negative decision. 

There is reason to believe that a majority 
@¢ the members reached a conclusion in favor 
if increasing the revenue of the roads in the 
final stage of the hearings. Particularly 
significant in this connection was the decla- 
ration of Louis D. Brandeis, special counsel 
for the commission, that the carriers in Cen- 
tral Freight association territory undoubt- 
edly are entitled to an increase in revenue 
because the entire rate schedule is unscien- 
tific and unremunerative. 


May Specify Commodity Increases. 
The really big question will be the deter- 
mination of the manner in which the roads 
gill be allowed to obtain more revenue. The 
- commission already has pointed out rather 
-@ignificantly that the roads could swell their 
} profits tremendously by abolishing the nu- 
merous free services performed for ship- 
pers, such as car spotting, ferry and trap 
«ear accommodations, lighterage, storage, 
Dilling and reuting, loading and unloading, 
_patticularly at wharves. The roads have 
‘taken the hint and have filed proposed tariffs

LAWYERS MUST REPAY GIRLS 
DEFRAUDED OF THEIR WAGES. 


Judge Landis Directs Edelman, Bloom 
& Cohen to Give $162 Kept from 
Workers. : 


Judge Landis yesterday took summary 
action against three lawyers in a bankruptcy 
case in which two young women were de- 
frauded of their wages. Attorneys Leon 
Edelman, Irwin Blocm, and Louis Cohen 
were ordered to pay the young women $162,385 
by noon today. 

The young womer are Miss Sarah Joseph 
and Miss Sadie Kantor. Until last Decem- 
ber they were employed iz: the store of the 
Alaska Fur company. In December cred- 
itors placed the concern in the hands of 
the Central Trust company as receiver. 
From representations made to Judge Landis 
by Attorney Isaac O. Goldstein it appeared 
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the wage claim of the two women had been 
collected by Attorney Harold I. Chayes, now 
under indictment on charges of operating a 
confidence game. Chayes is missing. 

“These girls will have to be paid their 
money,” Judge Landis ruled. ‘‘I shall not 
permit this court to be an instrument by 
which these young women shall be defrauded 
out of their wages. You three ,attorneys 
will have to make up the money and pay it. 
I shall give you until 12 o'clock tomorrow 
to do it. 

‘** Edelman turned his power of attorney 
over to Chayes, who is a scoundrel. Bloom 
told the wage claimants he would represent 
them indirectly. Tuohken failed to notify the 
trustee not to pay the checks to Chayes, al- 
though he knew Chayes was a crook.”’

Wedding Breakfast Menus. 


INCE the wedding breakfast is a midday 
meal and is, or may be, called luncheon, 
and is evidently that when people do not 
sit at a table, the question is as to 
whether there shall be soup. The great- 
et experts on eating would say no, but cur- 
rent practice, and presumably the most cosmo- 
politan, provides. it. 
One of the foreign cookery journals for May 
published a facsimile of the royal luncheon 
menu served on May 24, 1913, When Princess 
Victoria Luise of Prussia, daughter of the Ger- 
man emperor, was married to Prince August 
of Cumberland. To be sure this might be called 
a dinner, ut it was served at midday and had 
fewer viands than most state dinners. 
The menu reads: Turtle soup, turbot, chicken 
io Italian fashion, lobster salad, ham souffié 
with mushrooms, cold venison salad, artichoke 
bottoms, Holland bombe, cheese sticks, dessert. 
With this four Wines were served. It was a 
heavy meal, but this is German fashion.

Not one of these four menus can be wholly 
recommended from the dietetic standpoint. The 
German princess, if she partook of all the 
plates at her luncheon got\enough protein to 
last a week. But’ the disadvantage of protein 
is that it is one of the féods that does not 
stand by, or, if it does, it's in_a bad-way. 

The Washington breakfast is just as bad in 
this respect, but Miss Shapleigh’s do not thus 
err. Clam bouillon is treacherous, though, and 
as for strawberries in timbale cases, even 
though these latter be heart shaped—well, fried 
preparations go with cooked fruit and not with 
raw. ' 

Suppose we try to get a menu of easily di- 
gestible dishes. Here is such a menu: Fancy 
potato soup, white fish with mashed potato, 
garnish in the shape of roses, fried chicken in 
a border of rice or with an individual mold of 
rice, pineapple salad with blanched endive or 
lettuce hearts and sour cream dressing, tiny 
hot rolls or thin bread and butter sandwiches 
of finest material, a bombe of white ice cream 
and a lemon ice or ice cream in meringue shells, 
cake, coffee, candy. 
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We can call our soup purée pomme de terre 
or Parmentier soup. The potato may be cooked 
with a few peas or asparagus or some freshly 
shelled Lima beans, then put through a fine 
sieve, seasoned with butter stirred into it over 
the fire, and thinned with milk and cream. A 
half cup of this velvety smooth soup with a 
bit of whipped cream is handsome enough and 
good enough for anybody. It is easy to digest. 

Potato roses are made by putting finely sea- 
soned mashed potato through a pastry bag and 
twisting the tube round and round as the po- 
tato is pushed out. 

Pound .and a quarter chickens map be cut 
into two pieces, into six pieces, or into twelve. 
No one should attempt to prepare this meat for 
a wedding breakfast without previous experti- 
ence. - Plain cream with chopped mushrooms, a 
bit of sweet pepper and seasonings is sauce 
enough and the chicken may be simmered in it. 

The salad may be garnished with whipped 
cream.

HAT cosmetic artist would not give one 

of her fingers to know some simple

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MOOSERS ADOPT 
TENTATIVE PLAN 
IN ALL ELECTIONS 


Will Support Acceptable Can- 
didates Regardless of Their 
Party Affiliations. 


NOT TO JOIN REPUBLICANS 


Old Guard Tells Roosevelt He Will 
Be Beaten Unless He Brings 
Progressives Over. 


MANN CALLS DEMOCRATS FAILURE 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., May 28.—The program 
of the Progressive party in the campaign 
this fall, as outlined thus far, is understood 
to be as follows: 

First—No amalgamation with the Re- 
publican party, as such. 

Second—Fusion tickets in cases in 
which the candidates who accept the pol- 
icles of the Progressive party are nom- 
inated, where the naming of two candi- 
dates of this description would split the 
liberal vote. 

Third—Insistence on policies rather 
than party names, and an endeavor to 
consolidate in every state the voters 
who approve of the principles of the 
Progressive party. 

Fourth—In New York state, the prob- 
able indorsement of the Republican 
candidate for governor, provided he isa 
man personally acceptable to the Pro- 
gressives and is willing to approve their 
platform unequivocally. 


Program Adopted by Leaders. 

While Col. Roosevelt declined to commit 
himself publicly tonight to this program, it 
was learned from an excellent source that 
the Progressive leaders had virtually de- 
cided to adopt tentatively the foregoing plan 
of action. 

The colonel’s conference with the Pro- 
gressive congressmen in Washington on 
Tuesday and his series of talks at Sagamore 
Hill with the Progressive leaders from all 
parts of the country since his return from 
South America have resulted in clarifying 
what was a muddled situation. 

The situation in New York, it is under- 
stood, is typical of what may be done in 
other states. In each case it is planned to 
lay the emphasis on candidates and policies 
rather than on party labels. 


Will Back Policy, Not Party. 

The efforts of the party are to be directed 
toward putting into power in as many states 
as possible men who favor the platform of 
the party, and whether they are Progressives 
or members of another party would be a sec- 
ondary consideration. 

This, it is learned, was in part the ground 
gone over at the Washington conference on 
Tuesday. Before Col. Roosevelt’s return 
from his exploring trip two plans were 
talked of—amalgamation with the Repub- 
lican party or an uncompromising fight.

COLORADO JUDGES 
OF BEING BOUGHT 


State Is Nest of Lawless Cor- 
porations That Own Supreme 
Bench, He. Asserts. 
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STRIKE INQUIRY CHARGES 


Believes Mine Difficulties Will Lead 
lt Worse Violence than 
+ Meaty Reported. 


BLAMES EMPLOYERS FOR TROUBLE 


New York, May 28.—[Special.)—Judge Ben 
B. Lindsey of Denver today enlivened the 
hearing before the federal commission on 
industrial relations,- which is making an 
exhaustive inquiry into Colorado mine con- 
ditions, by charging that the state Supreme 


court judges are ruled by corporations as ~ 


. they were mere office boys. 


His arraignment of conditions in his home 
state came as a climax to testimony offered 
by Maj. Edward J. Boughton, judge advocate 
of the Colorado military district, who told 
the commission that federal troops could be 
withdrawn from his state without further 
danger of a clash between the miners and 
their employers. 


Lindsey Accuses Colorado Judges, 


Not only did Judge Lindsey accuse the - 


judges of the Colorado Supreme court of be- 
ing “ owned ” by the corporations but hinted 
that the trouble in his state was only the 
beginning of worse disorders. 

Maj. Boughton had hardly left the stand 


when Judge Lindsey, who came to New . 


York to discuss the strike situation with 
John D. Rockefeller Jr., jumped to his feet 


and declared that a great many of the state- — 


ments of the witness were false. The out- 
break of the judge caused the commission- 
ers to insist that he testify. He took the 
stand willingly. 

“ The situation in Colorado is now bigger 
than a strike,” the judge said. “ The out- 
break there is merely a loca! symptom of 
wider disorder.” 

The witness said 500 children in Colorado 
coal mines had been made orphans by expio- 
sions that resulted from carelessness and 
failure to install ordinary safety appliances. 

The witness then recited a number of inci- 
dents which, he said, had led inevitably to 
the final protest of the mine workers. 


Nest of Lawless Corporations. 

“There are no more lawlese public cor< 
porations in the country than in Colorado,’’ 
he said. 

“EB. A. Colburn, president of the Mise 
Owners’ association is also president of a 
children’s aid society,’’ Judge Lindsey con- 
tinued dryly. “He has been one of the most 


laws. 


rupting men. Its judges, its supreme court 
judges, are owned like office boys. Its 
lawyers, its business men, all are owned. 
There are, of course, fearless men, but they 
have paid a heavy sacrifice for their fearleas- 
ness.”’ 

In referring to Maj. Boughton, 
Lindsey said: ‘ 

“It makes no difference whether he is at- 
torney for owners of gold mines or coal 
mines. If he is acting for Colburn his sym- 
pathies must be with the owners. 

“The government has allowed men to be 
recruited in the militia that shouldn't be in 
any military organization. 

“The capitalists in Colorado have carried 
out the most perfidious deals to control the 
agencies of the law, and not only make the 
laws but prevent the enforcement of lawa. 
This is the most terrific violence; it is vio- 
lence that will stir up coal dust all over the 
country. 

“It shouldn't suprise any one that this 
violence has been met with violence.”’ 


Safe to Withdraw U. 8. Troops, 

The testimony which evoked the outbreak 
from Judge Lindsey was given by Maj. 
Boughton, who said he had been sent by Gov. 
Ammons and by his own commanding officer 
of the Colorado nationa! guard to enlighten 
public opinion, “ which had been inflamed 
by press reports.” He contended that con- 
ditions in his state at this time are such that 
the federal troops may be withdrawn with 
safety. 

The witness said it was his opinion that 
the mine owners had yielded to the strikers 
in every demand except the recognition of 
the union. He admitted he had been in con- 
ference at Standard Oil headquarters and 
that he had not seen any representative of 
the mine workers in this city. 

Maj. Boughton, in giving a narrative of 
the Ludlow incident, in some cases exoner- 
ated the national guard and in others, such 


one of the Greek strike leaders, affirmed 
that the actions of the military were inez~- 
cusable.

National Foreign Trade Con- 
vention Adopts Program 
to Aid Trade Abroad. 


E. V. HURLEY TELLS NEED. 


Chicago Manufacturer Bespeaks 
Co-operation of Banks and 
Ocean Steamer Lines. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., May 28.—[Special.]— 
The national foreign trade convention at 
its second day's session planned an aggres- 
sive campaign for the systematic extension 
of America’s oversea commerce. The fol- 
lowing is the outline of the seven projects for 
foreign trade improvement: 

1. The creation of a national foreign 
trade council of thirty members of the 
new organization, to be appointed by its 
president, to codrdinate the industrial, 
commercial, transportation, and finan- 
cial interests of the United States for 
the extension of foreign trade. In this 
movement the new organization will 
have the codperation of the chambers of 
commerce of the United States. 

2. An effort to impress congress with 
the necessity of putting American in- 
dustry on an equal footing with for- 
eign competitors by permitting combina- 
tions for the development of foreign 
commerce as distinct from the commerce 
at home, upon which the Sherman law 
and proposed supplementary legislation 
now places an inhibition. 

3. Pledging the support of the members 
of the convention to measures necessary 
to increase the efficiency of the consular 
and diplomatic services. ‘ 

4. Indorsement of increased appropria- 
tions for the trade promotion functions 
of the department of commerce. 

5. Indorsement of the manufacturing 
census ordered to be taken in 1914, and 
urging the manufacturers to codperate. 

6. Favoring the upbuilding of the Amer- 
ican merchant marine. 

7. Urging the president to negotiate 
reciprocity treaties for the extension of 
foreign trade. 


Hurley Points Opportunities. 

Edward N. Hurley, the Chicago manufac- 
turer, told the delegates the results of his re- 
cent study of trade opportunities in South 
America.

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LATEST WALL STREET GOSSIP. 


NEW YORK, May 28.—[Special.]—Accustomed 

to inactivity as the financial district has become, 
today’s session stood out as an almost incredibly 
dull and lifeless market. The volume of transac- 
tions did not fall to the low ebb of Tuesday by a. 
good many thousand shares, but, taking it as a 
whole, the stupidity and monotony of trading was 
greater. Commission houses were largely de- 
serted, and strictly speaking there was no market 
goseip at all, if a mulling over of the old argu- 
ments and suggestions be excepted. 
Nevertheless, contrary to the ruling op/nion that 
the market was exhibiting all the signs of the 
stiffness of death, there were many people who 
professed to detect a really noteworthy display 
of strength under the circumstances. They af- 
firmed that, while thé stock market was not rising, 
it was growing up imperceptibly. The market was 
compared to a tree trunk sawed off and leveled 
to the ground, upon which new shoots were daily 
sprouting out. Today's ‘‘ sprouts’’ were repre- 
sented by higher prices than for many weeks in 
Southern Pacific, Illinois Central, and American 
Sugar. 


—o 
After business hours it was stated officially that 
nearly 75 per cent of the Missouri Pacific notes had 
been deposited for extension. ‘Practically all of 
the larger holdings, it was said, have been turned 
in, including those held by bankers in various 
parts of the country. It is the many smaller hold- 
ers who have not deposited. This reluctance on 
the part of the small holder to accept an extenaion, 
even on better terms, indicates a pronounced dis- 
inclination to remain as a creditor of the com- 
pany. He prefers his money, and while he thinks 
there is a chance to get it he is determined to 
remain out. Such a desire in the present case 
is perfectly understandable for obvious reasons. 

But apart from that, many years’ etperience has 
built up a deep and profound prejudice against all 
the Gould properties. That this popular distrust 
has ample grounds for justification it is only 
necessary to glance back over the record of these 
roads during the last twenty years. A curious 
blight seems to have descended on them all. The

All along the absence of the excessive weakness 
in the Missouri Pacific stock and bonds in the 
present crisis has seemed illogical.

Under the 
circumstances, attention is directed to the some- 
what cryptic wording of the advertisements call- 
ing for deposit of the notes, which states that suc- 
cess of the plan depended on whether a “ suffi- 
cient amount of the notes’’ came in Wall 
street's construction of the story told by the 
tape is that a ‘' sufficient number ’’ of the notes 
is in sight and that the undeposited remainder 
will be taken care of at the last moment.

“ENFORCE LAW”—M’ADOO

Norris Offers Resolution in 
House Calling for Investi- 
gation as Trust. 


CITES FURTHER MERGER. 


Commerce Board Will Take Up 
Affairs of Baltimore and 
Ohio Subsidiary. 


Washington, D. C., May 28.—A resolution 
calling on thé attorney general toinform the 
senate if the combination of railroad lines 
comprising the New York Centrai system is 
in violation of the Sherman anti-trust law 
was introduced today by Senator Norris, Re- 
publican, of Webraska. 

‘“‘To my mirié it is perfectly apparent thet 
this combination in all its branches is in vio- 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust law,” de- 
clared Senator Norris in a statement on 
his resolution.. “ Right now the New York 
Central is engaged in the operation of bring- 
ing about a more complete consolidation of 
these roads, and it seems to me the time is 
ripe for action.’”’ 

On objection by Senator Reed the resolu- 
tion went over until tomorrow. 

An investigation into the financial affairs 
of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton rail- 
road, in connection with the application of 
eastern roads for a 5 per cent increase in 
freight rates, will be begun tomorrow by the 
interstate commerce commission. The in- 
quiry will be directed by Louis D. Brandéis, 
special counsel of the commission. Among 
the witnesses will be President Willard of 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, which ac- 
quired the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
in 1909. 

Representative H. Robert Fowler of Illi- 
nois laid before the commission recently a 
letter dealing with alleged financial transac- 
tions involved in the purchase. Mr. Fowler 
said he fhought it would be disclosed on in- 
vestigation that the Baltimore and Ohio had 
been required to bear a big burden of “‘ finan- 
clering,” in which the firm of J. Pierpont 
Morgan & Co. was intimately involved.
